HAVE seen. and been with m any people as they faced death, and never 
yet have I ever witnessed fear at such a time.

Give Food Aid When WEA 
Checks Arc Delayed.

The state emergency relief board 
announced th at 1.068,499 persons re- j 
mained on relief rolls November 30.; 
when federal contributions to direct 
relief ceased. 
In addition to this number of 
needy persons, the board said, food 
relief was given to 20.212 individuals 
because of delay fit receipt of WPA 
pay checks. 
A reduction of 37.096 cases, or 
153,886 persons, was reported dur­ 
ing the week ending November 30 as 
compared with the previous week. 
The decline resulted from closing 
45.762 cases and opening only 8666. 
WPA projects accounted for 38.696 
or approximately 85 nor cent of the 
closings, private jobs or increased 
earnings In private industry ab­ 
sorbed IO per cent. 
The 38.696 cases closed after re­ 
ceipt of first wages works projects 
brought the 
cumulative total 
to 
109.938 
However, the total was re­ 
duced to 108.039 as the result of the 
reopening of 1899 cases because of 
loss of WPA employment. 
Approximately 8100 cases or 23 - 
000 persons who never before re­ 
ceived relief have been added to the 
relief rolls since November I. They 
are not eligible for WPA employ­ 
ment since the deadline for such 
cases was November I 
Applications 
for 
relief 
received 
during the last week of Novem­ 
ber totaled 10,730, a decrease of 3573 
from the previous week. 
Johnson 
said the decline was largely due to 
the fact that 
relief 
nfflees 
closed during the Thanksgiving Day 
holiday. 
Direct relief expenditures for the 
week totaled $2,126,371.74. This was 
a decrease of $376.589 58, or 15 per 
cent from the previous week. 
Decreased case loads were re­ 
ported in 61 counties while six re­ 
ported slight Increases. The largest 
declines were in Luzerne. 6044; Fay­ 
ette, 4217; Schuylkill, 2386; West­ 
moreland. 2378, and Philadelphia.
